nearly 40 per cent higher than pres- 
edt rates to those markets from Kan- 
sas points of origin; about that much 
higher than the existing rates from 
Iowa to Sioux City, Omaha and the i 
lower markets; 44 per cent higher 
than the rates from north Missouri to 
St Louis; at least that much higher 
than rates from Missouri points north 
of the Missouri river to Kansas City 
and St Joseph: and almost 20 per 
cent higher htan the scale proposed 
by the examiner to Sioux City from 
South Dakota points east of the Mis- 
souri river. These increases are pro- 
posed by the carriers altho traffic 
conditions in Nebraska are just as, 
favorable as in any of the territories 
compared. 


After an exhaustive analysis of the 


rate fabrics in all of the live stock 
territory, Commissioner 
B r o w n e 


recommends for application to state 
and interstate 
traffic .the so-called 


north MlfSouri scale prescribed by' 
the interstate commerce commission 
in a case of comparatively recent 
date. He makes an exception of the 
situation in northeastern Nebraska 
where he would modify his rates to 
make them fit the scale prescribed by 
the interstate commerce commission 
in the so-called South Dakota case. 
Commissioner Browne also points Out 
that the relationship as between 
sheep, hogs and cattle Is improper at 
the present time, hogs being 'prac- 
tically 30 per cent higher than cattle, 
and sheep from 22 to 30 per cent 
higher. He recommends that the hog 
rates should not be more than 20 per 
cent in excess of cattle rates and 
sheep rates not more than 25 per cent 
in excess of cattle rates. 


The majority and minority reports

attorney fees in the habeas corpus 
case, based on a charee of false im- 
prisonment The decision in this case 
will have a material influence on the 
outcome of the damage cases. 


Mr. Stewart said that Judge Ailen's 


decision ought to be reversed. It is 
not disputed by the government that 
the state may enforce the prohibition 
laws within its boundaries the same 
as the federal government can enforce 
the Volstead act anywhere in 
the 


country, but is maintained that it is 
not necessary that federal officers file 
complaints in state courts, which 
have no jurisdiction 
over 
offenses 


against the Volstead law. After 
a 


man has violated the 
laws of 
the 


United States a federal tribunal only 
can punish him. 


The defendants were arrested with- 


out warrants and put in jail in Nor- 
folk at 4 o'clock in the morning of 
July 6, 1922. That evening the ap- 
plication for release was 
filed 
and 


served-on defendants about midnight 
and the men released on the ground 
that the government had 
unreason- 


ably delayed any action against the 
men. 
The complaint was filed at 2 


o'clock the succeeding day, and it was 
asserted this was as soon as could 
be done since the government had no 
attorney or marshal nearer 
than 


Omaha. 


Mr. Rice contended in his brief that 


the state court had a right to act 
when the jurisdictional machinery of 
the federal government is wholly in- 
adequate to protect citizens from op- 
pression. Mr. Stewart said that the 
federal government, in limiting 
the 


powers of state courts, gives no just 
ground for apprehending that th'e the 
liberty of any citizen is endangered, 
Sine* tie United States is just as 
much Interested in protecting citizens 
from illegal restraint under their 
authority as the states are. 


He cited federal supreme court de- 


(cisions to the effect that a state court 
j has no power to release on habeas 
corpus mn held by an officer of the 
United States under what purports to 
be by its authority, and this is cot 
limited to cases where the authority 
is undisputed. The federal courts are 
open to any ciijz^n who feels a fed- 
eral officer has unjustly deprived him 
of his liberty, and their action will 
be just as prompt and efficient as 
that of state tribunals.

FOSDICK REPORT IS 


CAUSE OF DIVISION 


Majority of Committee Recommends 


That Action Be Postponed While 


New York Presbytery In- 


vestigates. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 23—A divided 


report was submitted by the bills and 
overture committee of the Presbyter- 
ian church this afternoon on the re- 
quest from the Philadelphia Presby- 
tery asking that Dr. Harry Fosdick 
be prevented from occupying the pul- 
pit of the First Presbyterian church, 
New York city. 


The majority of the committee re- 


commended that the general assembly 
reply to the petitioners that it would 
be intrusive to act now while the 
New York presbytery itself is investi- 
gating the preachings of Dr. Fosdick. 


"Still less would the assembly as- 


sume to indicate the conclusion to 
be reached by this inquiry,"' the ma- 
jority report declared. 


The minority report reaffirmed the 


principle of the virgin birth of Christ 
as an essential part of the Christian 
religion. 


Adoption 
of the 
majority report 


will leave the question-unsettled untj* 
next year. 
Adoption of the report 


v.-ould compel the assembly to take 
action against Dr. Foswick as teach- 
ins principles contrary to the Pres- 
byterian faith. 


William Jennings Bryan today re- 


opened his fight against the theory o'f 
evolution. 


"Our religion must be a real one, 


not a scientific one," he declared. The 
commoner interrupted the report of a 
special committee 
on seminaries to 


renew 
the battle 
of evolution, on 


which he was defeated yesterday. 


"We will soon reach the climax 


when we decided taht a preacher may 
declare Christ the son of Joseph and 
not the son of God." 


Amendments suggested by Bryan to 


the report were adopted. 


The assemply 
endorsed President 


Harding's world court plan as a most 
important step toward world peace.

Hopperton is charged with throwing 
a heavy tobacco cutler at Leslie W. 
Uotsou. which landed in hi 
1? face, has 


left his nose an inch out ot plumb 
and which crushed the bone 
below 


one ej e. 


Dotson is a big. strong fellow 
of 


fort}, wo was suspected of having JP- 
turned to Chadron last August to ts'io 
a place in the shop fi om which ihe 
union men had walked out m July. 
He sajs that he went into Hopper- 
ton's place, and that the proprietor 
called him over and began an argu- 
ment with him, which ended in the 
throwing of the tobacco cutter. Ths 
old man followed up with a cue, but 
he missed his man. and then hegau 
to use his fists while he was dazed, 
Dotson says. 


Hopperton says that Dotson threat- 


ened him, that he struck at him, and 
that he reached fo*- his hip pocket. 
This Hopperton understood to mpaii 
as a menacing gesture after a gun, 
and he got mad and did not know 
just what he did in his fear. 


His attorney claims that the tiial 


judge was guilty of an abuse of dis- 
cretion in refusing to postpone The 
trial until a matenal witness could 
lecover, and that this was not cured 
by allowing the man's testimony 
at 


the preliminary hearing to be read. 
He says he also offered to prove, in 
support of a new trial, by 
Waller 


Knott, who accompanied Dotson 
to 


the place, that Dotson had a habit of 
hitching up his trousers, that he did 
this while arguing with Hopperton and 
that it might well have been taken 
for a leach after a levolver. 


The attorney general insisted that 


even an old man is not justified in 
inflicting such injuries as he did upon 
Dotson, and that the evidence . fuily 
justifies the conviction of an assault 
with intent to do great bodily harm.

The prediction is made by the mine owners that 


unless the government fact finding commission report 
is satisfactory 
that the miners will strike for the 


nationalization of the fuel supply of the country. This 
is another name for government ownership. The chief 
reason a miner would want the government to own 
and operate the mines would be that he would get 
better wages, a larger number of working days during 
i he year and better working conditions. To pay these 
the government would have to charge more for coal 
than do the private owners, unless the commission 
finds they have been profiteering, and there is no 
guarantee that the men would not strike if further 
increases were denied them later. 


Most of us know very little about the coal question, 


insofar as the relations between men and operators 
are concerned, but general backing for nationalization 
would be lacking unless the 'miners could show that 
the general public would profit, and the only measure 
that it has is that which the men use, the money value 
of the proposed change. 
Unknown billions would be 


necessary to take over the mines under an ownership 
plan, and when it comes to financing of that magnitude 
the conservative element in all of us will act as a 
deterrent to unconsidered action.

Whatever else may be said of Lord Robert Cecil, 


who came over here to tell us what our duty is with 
respect to Europe, he is a very accurate reporter. He 
told the Britishers at the luncheon given in his honor 
after he got back that America doubts the sincerity of 
the protestations of Europe that peace is what she 
most desires, and he added that he didn't blame us. 
Organized public opinion in Canada and the United 
States has resulted in an unfortified frontier several 
thousands of miles in length, and Europe must give 
public opinion there the same facilities for organization 
that exists on this continent, and this can find expres- 
sion only by peoples who are free, which means in 
actual control of their governments. 


The number of inquiries that a newspaper gets from 


persons asking for information that is usually easily 
available at any library indicates that the general 
public does not make as much practical use of the great 
stacks of books containing a vast array of interesting 
facts as is possible.

BRAIN TESTS
